Greetings Fisheries Roundtable MPA Network Working Group, 


As you are aware, the proposed St. Anns Bank Marine Protected Area (MPA) Regulations under the Oceans Act were 
published in Part | of the Canada Gazette for a 45-day public review period, ending January 31, 2017. 


DFO received several hundred submissions during this review period. The Department has reviewed and, to the extent 
possible, taken these comments into consideration. As a result, the boundary of Zone 2 has been expanded to allow for 
more fishable area in the MPA (see attached figure). This has resulted in a minor reduction to the area of the high 
protection zone (Zone 1) from 8196 of the total MPA to 7596 (a 240 km2 change) but does not change the total size of 
the MPA (4,364 km2). This change is not expected to compromise the MPA's conservation objectives. We would like to 
inform you that the St. Anns Bank MPA Regulations will be published in the Canada Gazette, Part II on June 14, 2017 and 
announced by Minister LeBlanc in Ottawa today. 


The designation of the St. Anns Bank MPA marks an important step towards Canada's commitment to reach its domestic 
and international marine conservation targets of protecting 596 of Canada's marine and coastal areas by 2017 and 1096 
by 2020.

Greetings Fisheries Roundtable MPA Network Working Group, 


Vam writing to provide a brief update on the MPA network development process and touch base on the next Working 
Group meeting. 


As you may already know, we have decided to push back the release of the Draft MPA Network Design and the 
announcement of new Areas of Interest (AOls) for the Scotian Shelf Bioregion to the Fall. The Draft MPA Network 
Design will lay out Canada's long-term coastal and ocean conservation plans for the bioregion. DFO's contribution to 
the MPA network will include Oceans Act MPAs and other effective area-based conservation measures, such as Coral 
Conservation Areas under the Fisheries Act. Over the last several months, our efforts have been focused on: (a) 
engaging with First Nations and the Provinces; (b) finalizing regional contributions to the 2017 conservation targets (i.e., 
St. Anns Bank and the Haddock Box); and (c) developing the draft MPA network design. Activities under all of these 
themes are ongoing. 


We are overdue for a Fisheries Roundtable MPA Network Working Group meeting, so this is how we plan to proceed: 

e In late June, we will host a 3-hour teleconference to provide a few updates and have a dedicated discussion on 
the Fundian Channel study area that was put forward through earlier Working Group discussions for 
consideration as a potential candidate for Oceans Act MPA designation by 2020. As you may recall, we asked 
the Working Group to provide their perspectives on this area. The Groundfish Enterprise Allocation Council 
(GEAC) was the only group to make a submission and they have agreed to present their proposal to the Working 
Group. We are proposing the morning of either June 27", 28" or 29" for this teleconference. Please let me 
know your availability on these dates by no later than Friday, May 26". 

e Later in the summer, we will host a full-day, in-person Working Group meeting that focuses on the coastal and 
offshore MPA network design approaches and preliminary results and any follow-up on the Fundian Channel 
discussion that took place in June. 


The intent of these meetings is to engage the commercial fishing sector in the MPA network development process prior 
to making any formal announcements in the Fall. However, as previously committed, DFO will first engage with First 
Nations and the Provinces. 


We look forward to working with you all on this important initiative. As always, do not hesitate to contact me if you 
have any questions or concerns.

Summary of Discussions 


Since last FRT meeting, DFO has focused on designing the MPA network and 


engaging with Provinces and First Nations. DFO has continued to meet with the 
fishing industry and other industry sectors during this time

— No decisions have been made on whether or not the Fundian Channel area will

MPA Network 


The 596 by 2017 target is expected to be met both nationally and in this region 

— Contributing to the 2020 target in this region will require two new Oceans Act 
MPAs and potentially new Fisheries Act closures under the Sensitive Benthic

— The direction being taken is still to have one coastal and one offshore AOI in this 
region, but final decisions on this have not been made 

— Province of Nova Scotia reiterated that it isn't supporting the creation of any 
new MPAs until other jurisdictions catch up 

Request that DFO show the lobster 50 mile limit on all maps 


Received over 900 submissions during the Canada Gazette 1 phase and 
expanded Zone 2 to address some concerns 

— Didn't change overall size of area but Zone 2 was expanded into Zone 1 

— Recently have been working to notify key users in the area on new requirements 

— Looking ahead, DFO will be setting up Advisory Committee and developing 

management and monitoring plans 


Ottawa is announcing areas that contribute to Canada's Marine Conservation 

Targets (OEABCMs) in batches - the next batch in the fall will include the 

Haddock Box (now to be called Emerald and Western Banks Conservation Area) 

All of the OEABCMs are important components of the overall network design 

LFA 40 as a whole does not count toward the targets due to extensive fishing 
activity (including mobile bottom gear scallop and groundfish fisheries). 
However, parts of it could be included in a future MPA and those areas would 
count toward the target 

— Some concerns that industry groups won't have an opportunity to review the 
draft MPA network design before it is finished in the fall 

— DFO has had a lot of discussions to date with industry on how we're designing 
the network and what features we're looking to protect. There will still be time 
for discussions and room for adjustments to the design in the coming year 

DFO has a process to follow in having discussions with First Nations and 
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Industry 
Presentation 


Provinces first before consulting with other groups . 

Concern that over the year of consultation, a group such as the FRT Working 
Group may be too large to get into specific details about individual sites 

For AOls, a separate consultation process will be triggered and an Advisory 
Committee will be formed for each AO! to get into the specifics of site design 
(objectives, boundaries, zoning, etc.) 

Looking for more coarse changes to the draft design over the year of 
consultation. Boundaries for the final plan for many sites can remain "fuzzy" 
until we get to the implementation and site design stage 

DFO will need to ensure that more frequent FRT Working Group meetings occur 
over the year of consultation to adequately receive feedback 

It is possible that sites could be removed entirely from the draft design through 
consultations. However, the ecological targets lost from that site would need to 
be met somewhere else 

It's not anticipated that there will be large impacts to the lobster fishery from 
the MPA network. However, can't guarantee no impacts 

On the Oceans Act amendments, the use of a Ministerial Order is optional - we 
can still follow the process that's been used to date 

New AOls will not be selected by non-government groups. Sites may be 
proposed by community groups or other interests but DFO makes the final 
decision on whether or not an area will become an AOI 


This proposal is a recognition that DFO has strong interest in creating a new 
MPA in the western part of the region — this proposal is not industry coming 
forward saying that they want an MPA 

Information from GEAC, the ITQ groundfish fishery, offshore scallop and 
offshore lobster was considered in this proposal 

This is not a solution that represents all fleets — open to discussion with others 
Attempted to preserve the most productive fishing areas. Proposal was made in 
the context of bottom-contacting fishing under the assumption that all of these 
areas put forward would be no-take 

Extension to EEZ was for connectivity to Corsair Canyon closure 

Request that DFO come to SWNS sometime in the near future to discuss the 
Fundian Channel in more detail 

Important to note that a historic view was taken to design this proposal 

An attractive feature of this area is that it already includes a lot of existing 
protection (e.g. Hell Hole, LFA 40, NE Channel, Browns Bank seasonal spawning 
closure) 

The southern part of Browns Bank is also coming out consistently in the Marxan 
analysis as an important area to include in the MPA network 

DFO Maritimes is not necessarily expecting to follow the 7596 no-take model of 
St. Anns Bank with all new sites 

The area is important ecologically because it has such a wide variety of habitats 
(bank, basin, shelf edge, slope and deep water), dense concentrations of corals 
and is important for several depleted fish species. It is also a large area that 
would make a good contribution to the targets 

Need to find common ground between this proposal, the original proposal, and 
the Marxan outputs 
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Next Steps DFO to send out updated PDF (that includes Corsair Canyon closure),

Attention: Marty King, Penny Doherty, Maxine Westhead 


Please allow me to express my appreciation for your efforts at engaging our general membership 
August 15, 2017, to explore the possibility of gaining their support for a proposed Marine Protected 
Area, an area encompassing practically all their Lobster Fishing Area (Area 32) and to ascertain 
the level of activity within this area of interest. 


Their negative response to the presentation on the prospect of an MPA was predictable consid- 
ering the interest they have vested in the area and the lack of clarity around various concems and 
questions posed in relation to the imposition and future management of an MPA. 

The prospect of no take zones for example provoke valid apprehension considering the question- 
able need for them within such a low impact fishery and the dislocation and impediments they 
would cause in the prosecution of a future fishery. 

Even though our Eastern Shore fishery is a multi-species fishery (lobster, herring, mackerel, 
ground fish, scallop, sea urchin etc.), with some species being fished outside the proposed area, 
the lobster fishery is a pillar of viability for the 150-individual inshore (small vessel) enterprises 
with other species within the area playing a supporting role to varying degrees on an individual 
basis with negligible ecological impact. | 


The harvesters we represent, by any measure or principle, whether it be through financial contri- 
bution, sweat equity, lawful sustained stewardship or occupation and use, feel they have acquired 
a vested interest in the marine resource and should play a prominent role in the management and 
protection of our adjacent waters. | 
While the MPA is proposed to protect a marine area, our association, The Eastem Shore Fisher- 
men's Protective Association was constituted to protect the commercial fishers and the fishery 
which for generations has been prosecuted in this area in a most ecologically harmless and sus- 
tainable manner. 

In defense of this commercial fishery, | must relate to you the investment our members have made 
in the area of interest. 

Our association has been instrumental for 60 years in protecting our fishery in the most conserva- 
tive, rational and sustainable way. We have resisted destructive fishing practices as well as po- 
tentially ecologically adverse industries such as oil development and fin fish feed lots. We have 
prevailed in preserving the proposed MPA in pristine condition. 


In consultation with our members subsequent to the August 15, 2017 meeting, it was noted that 
your presentation did not give any indication as to the future of our member's interests within a 
future MPA and it failed to identify what the proposal is intended to protect the area from. Ve 
contend, the fishery as prosecuted for generations to the benefit of the larger Eastern Shore com- 
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munity, (a concept endorsed through the Minister's announcement of owner/operator, fleet/sepa- 
ration and related policies being put in regulation to support the equitable distribution of the ben- 
efits of the resource to the adjacent communities), is managed in a sustainable manner and poses 
no harmful impact. 


While it is hard to quantify the total commercial value and economic impact of the fishery, spin 
offs and all, it goes without saying it runs in the tens of millions of dollars in an otherwise depressed 
area and we don't feel our fishery has any negative impact on the ecosystem. In any case we feel 
the onus is on the proponents of this proposal to demonstrate otherwise. 


it is difficult for our association, after investing nearly two million dollars in the conservation and 
protection of our fishery and years of cooperation with management and other users, to categor- 
ically oppose the concept of protecting our marine area. But | think your intentions and methods 
must be made clearer in order to dispel any valid concems our members have regarding this 
issue. Bearing in mind that any ambiguity about the future of the commercial fishery on the East- 
em Shore would have a profound impact on the confidence in investment and the value of the 
equity the current participants have in the industry. 


Notwithstanding any of the foregoing, please rest assured our association remains committed to 
participate and cooperate as always in any consultation or management provided the structure 
and terms of reference reflects and respects the vested interests of our members. 


This letter goes out to all our elected representatives charged with defending the interests of the 
Eastern Shore and the beneficiaries of the commercial fishery including our business and organ- 
izational associates and the general public to help ensure this issue comes to a mutually accepta- 
ble conclusion.

The Bill (amended by the Committee or not) then 
returns to the House of Commons for third reading / vote and then it gets referred to the Standing Senate Committee 
on Fisheries and Oceans who conducts the same review / same process. The final bill returns to the House of Commons 
one last time for final passage / vote and then Royal Assent (hopefully by Spring 2018).
